‘When Harry .H. Hershey was ar- 
rosted in Cleveland he declared in 
a signed confession that he . had 
lost close to $40,000 on the gam- 
ing tables of the Clinton club in 


Brooklyn _ Township, 
Cieveland. This is the amount 
he. is charged with embezzling 
from the Conestoga Traction Co. 

On the strength 
of Hershey’s confession, the club 
was raided and eight arrest were 
made.

“SAN FRANCISCO. Dec. 9—There 
will be no investigation of the 
Howard. street gangster cases of 
1920, according to a statement is- 
sued by District Attorney Mat- 
thew Brady today. When inform- 
ed that an open letter addressed 
to him by Henry Hiedberg, former 
district attorney, who resigned 
during the trial of 1920, charged 
that the men were sent to jail 
on. perjured testimony. 

The demands of Hiedberg wére 
based on admissions in a letter 
written by Jessie Montgomery, al- 
leged victim and prosecuting wit- 
ness against the gangsters. Ac- 
cording to the letter the writer 
admitted that she had lied in Her 
testimony. 

Brady declared that he had not 
received the letter and he knew 
of nothing he cofild do. The girl's 
letter said that she was not posi- 
tive that James Carey, one of the 
convicted gangsters was present 
at_the time she and Jean Stanley 
was assulted although during the 
trial she had identified Carey as 
one of her assailants. She also de- 
clared that she was only 16 in- 
stead of 17 years old at the time 
of the attack.

LUMBER MAN 
DIES AT HOME 
IN BERKELE' 


‘Charles A. Smith, 73, president 
of the Coos Bay Lumber company 
at Bay Point and Marshfield, Ore- 
gon, died yesterday at his home 
in Berkeley. He was one of the 
most prominent lumber men in 
the west and was widely known 
in the business circles of three 
states. 

Smith was a native of Minnesota 
coming to the Pacific Coast in 
1884. He was for a time a regent 
of the University Of Minnesota 
and was a Repubiican’ président- 
jal elector from that state in 
1896. Upon coming to the West, 
Smith acquired a redwood grove 
in California and later established 
a large lumber mill at Marshfield. 
‘He built one of the most complete 
lumber mills in the world at 
Suisun in 1908.
